CANADA'S EBJOINDEll 



Finance 'Minister FpsUr^s Coffeut 
Beply to the ITiUt»d States Secr 
retary- of State. • 

The Latter's .Gross Misrepresenta- 
tions of Faot^-His Highly Mis- 
leading iOeductions. 



Ott.wva, Dec. Hi. — Hon. Gtorgo K. Fos- 
ter, Dominion iniuiater of linance, luas niatle 
a rejoinder lo Hon. Jolm SV. Fn.iUr, .'iecre- 
tary of ot«to of tho United ytiktcs, wlio re- 
plied to the former's oritioisma of President 
Harrison's message. He'vaid to a reporter 
to-Jay ; "After reading l!^r._ Foster's obssr- 
vatioiis I can state that I have notliin^' to 
add to inj' ]nev!on3 assertions in regard lu 
the 1 ei'iiirouity noi;iil ial ioiin on Liie .suliject 
of ft imiforrn turifl' between Uio two conn- 
tries. When the proposition for recipro- 
city in natural products waa declined, 
und before a wider arrangement waa disciiH.s- 
eil, tho Canadian delegates inquired aliout 
the question of discrimination. We asked 
who would hare power to; make the turiil' 
und what would be Its range. For example, 
wo aikcd whether Canada would bo free to 
arrange hjr own tariff on wools. This 
article is on tha frco list, and in the United 
.States ii is liiglily taxcvl. To this Secretary 
Ulaine rc])li()d very einplnaically that tlie 
Unili:il Statea lin'il a lK'a\'y duty on Wools, 
and if Caiuida lixeil aeparj-te duties the pro- 
poHed rtciproeity arrangement n'ould be 
simply nnn-efl'eetive. 

Now I nuiat admit that I wa.H surprised 
that Secretary Foster .said that Canada 
niailc, us a basis of fiel tlenient of llie caual 
question, the free onviL^ation of the JIuilaon 
river by Cauadiai!,-;. (So far as my kiiow- 
leilqe ^'oes, the Canadians never made free 
imvigation a m'//' <ji"i nan for the setilenierit 
of the cunui dispute. At the Washington 
conference, in June last, an inforinHl propo- 
sitiou waa maJe that the Controversy lulght 
be acttleil by the U. .S. allowing Canada llio 
free navi.Ljalion of tlie iliidson i>i return for 
Canadians withdrawing their refusal to 
grant rebates on grain transhipped at U. S. 
lake ports. Anybody en see tlint tiiia 
falls short of a basis of settling 
the whole controversy. Onr inforiiuil oti'er 
was declined, therenpon a new proposition 
was diacuaaed and promised consideration. 
It was formally conveyed to the United 
States Government through the British 
charge d'affaires at W«hington. This pro- 
posal was submitted to the Senate by Presi- 
dent Harrison in July last, and is as fol- 
io w.i : 

" 'I'lial a:-; far a.s rrg;a Js the ntivigation 
of the W'ellaiui and .St. I^uvrence Canale,

.^!;lril■ ( '.uial; t hut t he pi nvisions of Article 
llOof the ■rn;,.ty <)! \\ .inhin^'ton granting 
carrying powrrs lo ves.sels lielimgiiig to sidj- 
jecn ot Her Ih'itannio Majesty, ,ia liei'eribtd 
in iImI article, be restored. 

Jl u'ill therelore be seen, added Jlr. 
Fii.itei-, iliat the I ! iidsrin river is not tnen- 
ti.]iied in till I proposition for settling the 
whole dithciilty, I cannot recall any ocoii- 
sioD when Canada made a demand for the 
free navigation of the Hudson as a settle- 
ment of the controversy. . Let Secretary 
Foster prove his o&se if he has the docu- 
ments. 15y Article 30 of the Treaty of 
WiiKliingloii, above referred to, it waa agreed 
that Hritiidi Hiilijeet.s niight carry in Hi itish 
ves.sels, without payment of duty, goods, 
wares or merchandise from one port or place 
v. iihin tlie territory of the United States 
upon the St. Lawrence, Grout Likes and 
rivera conneriing tlic fame, to another port 
or phice witliiii the afmesaid tcrritury .,1 
the Ciiited States, piovidril t ha t a perl ion 
of such I runahipiiient shinilil be made 
I lirmigh Canada by land carriage and in 
bond, and a ])rivilege exactly oo]-resp<iiuling, 
nti!>"li- /II >i '■! i <, was, by Ihe same article, 
granted to the citi/.-^iis of the Uiiiled

San Francisco, Dec. 16.— Information 

has been received from tho federal authori- 
ties yesterday t hat word had been sent by 
the Chinese Six Companies that tliero 
would bo no ftirllior resistunco made to tho 
(loary registration law. It was said tho 
opposition to tbo reinforcement of theQeary 
net MTould lie disQontinned on acceunt'of tlie 
decision of Justice MoKenna, of tho United 
States Circuit court, in the habeas corpus 
case of Ny Hoy Low, and the opinion of 
■Indge lldiings, of Louisiana, declaring the 
law eonstiluiioii.'il. At tho Chinese con- 
sulate, however, Secrelury Tang Hung, 
speaking tor the oonaul, denied that opposi- 
tion to tde Geary act will be withdrawn. 

" By last mail from China," ho snid,

(lovernor Reyes is greatly inceiLScd over the 
inactivity of the military authorities 
of the United States in not putting 
down tho proposed revolution in its in- 
cipiency. He said to-day : " The killing

CoRSWAi.i., Out., Dec. 16. — ^The execu- 
tion of Slavin, the Cornwall murderer, 
took place at 7:50 this morning, and passed 

ofT without the slightest deviation from the 
ui raiigeiiii nta iiuulc It was attended only 
by the repre.sentatives of the press, the 
inedicid profession and a few private citi- 
/.ena, about tifty persons in alL Slavin 
talked freely during the night with tha 
i;uard and cooduoted himself in rather a 
boisterous nmnncr. Ho aroso about o:30 
and piirtook of a liglit breakfast. At 7:l!"> 
Hangman KadoliHe entered the cell, and 
.Slaviii's hands were jiiuioiied, at Ti^lO the 
march to the seaffold being begun. At 7:1- 
the noose wiiri placed over Ids he&d. He 
said : "Cood bye, gentlcineii.'' 'J'he idgiiai 
waa given and the unfortunate man's body 
at once bjunded upwards'. Heath was iii- 
stautHueoHK. Ho was cut down about ten 
minutes afterwards. Slavin niamtuiued 
wonderful nerve to the last, and refused to 
see any spiritual advisers. 

Tho doomed man's father paid him his 
last visit on Wednesday. The condemned 
son bore up well during tho conversation, 
maintaining the same indifference he had 
shown since his incarceration. The conver- 
sation between the two was Vijvy brief, and 
when the brolien-hearted Jiareiir was taken 
nwuy tile aoo tiiil, ' '( ; .lod-liy e, my poor old 
I'.illus'." .^I.ivin u n! for several of his old 
frieiida lo bid t liem a last good bye. Ihir- 
ing the conversation \\'iili one ol llieui he 
frei|iiently retened to t be aliool ing iif I lavty, 
siiviii(.', "1 aiii siiirv I shot poor .Kick, luit 
had I shoi L'. f, v:eaiid LatlVa, I should have 
died with a ;.;o.,(l lu Hrl. Houover, I was 
worked up to such a pitch that had it been 
my best friePd tliat tried to eil'ect my arreet 
the eonseqoenoos would have been the 
same." 

The crime for wdiich .Slavin was executed 
waa the killing of Constable J. K. l).ivey on 
September .'dh last. Slavin was - I years of 
age iiud a native of tin's town. His fiMher 
was a pensirnier of the Uriliah Coveriimeiii, 
having been through the Crinienn and Chi- 
nese wars. Slavin left homo in 1SS5, and 
worked on the .Sudbury division of tho C. 
1'. B. Ho returned to Cornwall several 
times, and one circumstance which waa 
marked was that he always carried a loaded 
revolver. During one of his visits, in Janu- 
ary, 1890, he held up a man named Mo- 
Cracken and robbed him of his watch and 
money. During tho next winter he was 
heurd of at Brandon, Man., where he tried 
to commit suicide by shooting himself in the 
chest. Then he drifted lo Cliicago and re- 
turned to thi.'i jilace for the last time on 
Sepleiiilier .'illi. lie then bad degeneraled 
into u " tough." 

On the iiigbl oi his return he became en- 
gaged in a. light willi a iiolorioua " tough " 
iiaiuisl I'da'-].; Ili.iinond Ivoacli. A young 
man named Lidl'. a alt luiqitcd toaepirale ihe 
cniiiliataiit.'', and was .iliol by .Slaviu in the 
breast. .Slavin then lied, and was mi't by 
Coiialable lUvoy, wlio attempted to arrest 
liini, with tile asaiatance of ;i m.'vn named 
Lefevre. 'I'lie latter caught .Slavin, and 
while holding him -waa .uliol in the left 
slioiddcr. Slavin then broke away, only lo 
lie Bi'ii'.ud by Davey. He 'jioinled liia re- 
volver striiijiht at the eonstable'.i breast and 
lircd, tho bullet passing lliroiigli the police- 
man's body, killing him inslautly.

L coroner's iiH|uesl was held yesterday 
on tho remains of tlie sailor who mot hia 
death while being rescued frem the water 
into which he had fallen off the Turner- 
ioeton wliarf. The first witneas called waa 
V. C. il.iiics, who testilied : 

1 ani by profession a farmer; I was im 
tho wliart at about (bb.'i o'clock in the even- 
ing, and heard a cry from the water as if 
some one had fallen in. Rushing in the 
direction of the sound I saw the form of a 
man struggling in the water. In a few 
moments lie reached a pile to which he 
clung. 1 looked about for Bomcthing to 
throw him, but found nothing but a short 
piece of small rope, w hich on lowering, T. as 
not long enouglil to reach tho man, as the 
water was aliout lifteon feet below the 
wharf. -Mr. McFadden and I found 
another short piece of rope which we tied 
to the Qrst, and in accordance with the 
directions of the man in the water made a 
noose on the end to put over his shoulders. 

"It was quite dark at that place, so we 
could not see very well, but tie called out 
' all right,' and we began to pull up, when 
the rope broke and he fell back uto the 
water. The man cursed us for 'landlub- 
bers,' and told us to try a^ain. The edge 
of the wharf was overhanging and we could 
not see what ho did with the rope, but he 
«aid ' all right,' and we pulled him up. 

" There ia a pipe running along the edge 
of the wliarf and the rope jammed in this 
and we could not get hiui up. A boat put 
oir from the slip near by and the man was 
lowered into it. 'This was about a half hour 
from tlie time I heard the first call. I am 
liosilive he said 'all right ' before we began 
to pull liim up." 

Holiert Foster testilied that he knew the 
deceased ami that he hud arranged for luiii 
t(j ap&r at one of his exhibitions. 'I'lie de- 
ceased was known about the town as 
" Donahue." 

Dr. Jones, who was called to attend the 
deceased at tho time of the accident and 
who performed the poil mortem exaniinu- 
tiou, said that there was no doubt that the 
man had met his death from uaphyxiatiou. 

The jury brought in tho following ver- 
dict: " That the deceased met his death 
from asphyxiation produced by accidental 
atrangulation ; that the efforts of Messrs. 
Jones and McFadden were deserving of 
great praise, and that we strcmgly recom- 
mend that the wharves be properly lighted, 
and that suitable life-saving appliances be 
always available at convenient distances 
along tho same.

It was afterward lcarne<l that the right 
nunie of the deceased was not Donahue but 
Wallace (.'hristian and that ho wua a native 
of one of the Atlantic jirovineea, last en- 
gaged in sealing. as one of the crew of the 
schooner Oscar and Huttio. Ho has a 
brother in Victoria and many sailor friends. 
Arrangements for the funeral have not yet 
been completed.

EXCITING EXPEEIENCB. 

The Voyage of the VriUIe Keed-Among Mutl 
necrs and Pirates, 

Captain John E. Ya?c8, of tho ship Wil' 
lie Iteed, which arrived at New York on the 
loth inst. , tolls of ix dangerous and excit- 
ing experience with an ugly and mutinous 
crew at sea, during which several sailors 
were shot. Captain Yates spoke as follows 
of Ilia last trip to India : 

" The Willie Reed left Philadelphia early 
in Septembtr, 1S91, for Kobo, Japan. I 
found it impossible to get a crew I desired, 
and so had to take what I could get. 
Tlio crew was conipoaed of Norwe- 
gians, Germans, Malays and a mixture 
of all nations. Kvorything worked very 
smoothly for some time. Then tho men 
grumbled over tho food. I soon found 
my second mate was as big a scoundrel as 
ever trod u dock. Ho encouraged tho men 
in their misdoings. Alfred Puree I consid- 
ered to bo tho ringleader, and I ordered 
him placed in irons. Some of the men who 
were still faithful carried out my order. 
But tho men refused to work unless Paroe 
was released, which I was compelled to do. 

When in the Straits of Sunday a num- 
ber of Malay Indians came on board with 
whiskey. The crew got dnink and refused 
to work. In a fight which followed a num- 
ber of tho sailors were wounded by being 
shot. We reached Kobo without any fur- 
ther outbreak, and the mutinous sailors 
wcro placed in jail." 

Captain Yates is well known on the 
Sound, having been there several times in 
the Reed and other vessels.

A mysterious something, which has been 

a source of anxiety to tho Royal Commission 
on lOpidemieUiaeasea, has at last been cleared 
up, 11 long sought for name (and its owner, 
too) has lieen discovered, and tho mountain 
which has been in labor has brought forth a 
mouse. 

The first 
case of smallpox this year in Victoria was 
that of a man who wii.s deacribcil as a deck 
hand on the steumer Vcscuiito running to 
Vancouver from liere. Ur. Milue told about 
the case, but could not give the name, 
though he was sure .Mr. Bailey would know 
it. Hr. Macnaughton Jonts also knew 
about the case, Init he, too, was iii ignorance 
of the man's name. Ma^or l!caveii, who 
was aUo iu tlio dark, said he tliought ho 
would be able to get the much desired 
" iumdle" from Mr. Bailey, but when tlu; 
.Sanitary Inspector was placed in the box 
tlie commissioners' hopes were again rudely 
blasted — he did not know and would not be 
able to find out. 

The commission adjourned for luncheon. 
Before the afternoon session began, Sir 
Matthew Baillie Begbic announced that tho 
lost had been found, a discovery had been 
made, and the right man had been dis- 
patched to bring (he first patient, who was 
a sailor known as " Little Jack."

Mr. Hiiloy ilid not, ho said, know of a num- 
liLT of e.isoa of smallpox that were taken 
from public lodging liouses which wcro 
afterwards not (luarantinnl ; he ilid not 
know if guards had been placod on tliese 
places, in fact if they had been he would 
prnhably have known of it, as itwashisduty 
and practice to hire all the guards. As to 
the fumigation of infected premises all ho 
knew was that Mr. Voung was engaged to 
do the work. When the wagons were en- 
gaged to take smallpox patients away, the 
drivers were told that they must 
not move anything else, but they 
might have gone about town for all 
that. He (.Mr. Ila-iloy) had not had time lo 
see if the wngons wore jirojierly disinfecteii, 
but bo bad furiiishod the drivers witli 
carbolic acid and told t hcni what to do.

HONEST AND TRUE. 

The leading RepuVlicans In the States 
have since the presidential election been 
continually insinuating that the Den-.ocrUa 
•will not carry out their campaign pledtres 
with respect to tariff refiirni. They aro 
doing their best to make the people lieliovo 
that the Democratic trade policy v.ua 
adopted for election purposes only, and ihr.t 
it will be conveniently laid aside immedi- 
ately after the party attain power.

The .sentiment aug- 
gcated by this occasion which should dwaif 
nil others, has relation to the responsibility 
v/liich awaits llioae who now rejoice in vic- 
tory. If we redeem the proiiiisea wc have 
made to the voters of our land, the dilli- 
oulty of our taak can liardly be e.xaggerated. 
Conditions involvint,' nio.st important inter- 
ests must be reviewed anil niodilicd, and 
perplexing problema iiieiiacin;^' our aalety 
mast be settled. Above all, and as the 
ultimate object of all we do, the riglit.s 
and the welfare of our people, in 
every condition of life, must bo placed 
upon a moral equal piano of opportunity 
and advantage. 1 am confident that the 
wisdom of the Democratic party will 
be equal to the emergency, and I base my 
confidence upon the belief that it will be 
particularly true to its principles and tra- 
ditions and will follow the path marked out 
by true American sentiment.

to perform it faithfully. 

It Lb evident that Mr. Cleveland is not 
only determined to revise the tariff but to 
put a stop to tho profuse expenditure wliioh 
is now demoralizing the people of the 
United States. The following seutonoes in 
view of the present position of. aiFairs in the 
[Jnitcd States are significant : — 

'•Wo should," he said, "strive to rid 
our.ielves and our countrymen of Iheidoa 
that there in anything alialiby or disgraceful 
in economy, whether in public or in private 
life.

Our (lovernmcnt was found- 
ed in a spirit of frugality and eeonomy, and 
its ttdmiuittratiou should not depart from 
those linos." 

It is safe to say that those who confide in 
Mr. Cleveliuid's integrity and sincerity will 
not be deceived. He has shown liimaclf 
hillicrto tu be a ii.au of his word, and it is 
nol likely thai he will now do anything to 
tarnish the reputation be has gained. It 
may be said that Mr. Cleveland is not tho 
whole Democratic party. That is quite 
true, but there are n.any sigiiiiicant indi- 
cations that, Mr. Cleveland iiaa attained 
such a position in bis country that men in 
the Dcniocrutic paity who do not j.i;rco with 
him, will think twice before they oppose a 
policy which he is known to f.ivor. 

CANADA'S DETRACTORS. 

There are some Americans who have been 

led lo believe thai there is a very largo 
party in Canada favorable lo aiiiioxalioii. 
It is not hard to ace bow they came to form 
this o])inion. There arc Canadians who are 
continually complaining of their country. 
According to them there is nothing good in 
Canada, and to say that a thing is Canadian 
is to coiideirn it in their eyea. Tliia per- 
petual disparagement of tlie country liy 
men who ought to know its worth and who 
niighl be e.xpcLteil to value it lii[;lily liaa 
led many Americans to conclude that 
Canada is from one end to the other a 
miserable country in which tho Indk of the 
population are on tiie lundeia of star- 
vation. 

It i.-i observed, too, that the same men 
who depreciate Caiiaila, ita govcruiiient and 
everything connected with it, speak and 
write in the niost glowing terms of the 
United States. According to them the 
United States has in the greateat perfec- 
tion everything in which Canada is delicieiit. 
Comparioons arc being continually drawn by 
these iiii|jatriotie C;iiiaiiiana lielv.eeii llie 
United States and the Dominion to the pre- 
judice of the Dominion. The object of all 
this detraction of Canada and laudation of 
the United States is to lead Canadians lo 
believe that their only salvation in a tem- 
poral acnae is to hceome citizens of the 
Cnitcd States. " 'J'heir eloipience has very 
Utile ellect on Canadians, wlio, aa a people, 
aro by no meana in love with the Great Re- 
public and its institutions : but it has the 
eiTect of leading some American public men 
and journalists to believe that tho people of 
(\inada are discontented with their con- 
diiinn as British subjects and are ready, on 
the lir.sl onijortunity, to join the Union. 

Tida coiiclu.'-.ioii ia very natural, for C.uiii- 
diaas are not an excitable or a deinonatra- 
tive people. They are not disposed to make 
protestations of affection for tho Mother 
Country and loyalty to the (>ueen unneces- 
sarily. They do not cveu leel inclined to 
be very einphalic in their contradictiona of 
what they know lo l)e the niiarepreaenlationa 
and the falsehoods of loud-moullied annex- 
ationists. Ninety-nine out of a hundred of 
them feel an utter contcmyt for the agita- 
tors, and cannot ba broui^ht to believe tliai 
they are in tlie leaal dangerou.a. Thi.s the 
anno.xation'sta tlieniselvcj know very well, 
for though they aro ready to shoul at lueel- 
ings, to write deeeptive letters to the 
American newspapers, and to bore with 
their disloyal prate anjone who has tlie 
^ood nature or the patience to listen to 
them, they take very good care not to oli'er 
tliemsclvea aa candidate.^ for tho legi.sla- 
lure, f'ciieral or I'rovincial, or to risk their 
iijoney in starting a newspaper org,iii to pro- 
pagate their views. It is very significant 
that, although annexation has been adro- 
sated in Canada by fits and starts for more 
than forty years, the annexationists have 
never been strong enough to get a represent- 
ation in the councils of the country or to 
have a newspaper organ of their own. 

These fai ls should open the eyes of tho 
American sympathisers of Canadian an- 
nexationists and show them that the Cana- 
dians who are ready to sell their country to 
the United States aro too insignificant, 
both as lo position and nuiiibora, to repre- 
sent in any sense tha feeling of their coun- 
trymen on the question of annexation. 

A STUl'J'JyJ'UlIS (UilMIC. 

The situation of Count Ferdinand de Les- 
seps IS truly tragical. The genius who pro- 
jected and brought to a successful comple- 
tion tlio Suez Canal, in his pyfrenie old age 
to be involved in fraud of the meanest kind, 
is pitiful in the cxlreiiie. That a man of 
hia iiilollcct could use his splendid gifts and 
the high position to which he had altaiued 
to devise and carry out a scbeiuo which had 



no other object than to rob simple con- 
fiding peasants of their hard-earned savings, 
almost forces one to form an opinion of 
human nature worse than cynical. 

It would appear from tho way in -whicli 
the proceedings against M. Losaops and his 
associates have been instituted thai in tho 
opinion of competent nifii the Pttnania Canal 
scheme was a fraud from its very inception. 
Ia thpir opinion M. Lcsseps never seriously 
intended to construct tho banal,but invented 
tho project merely us a snare in which to 
entrap men and women who had money to 
invest. The accused areiiol proceededagainat 
ua men who liad entered iutouii aa.aociatioii to 
do good work and liud failed ihroiigli ex- 
travagance and mismanagement, bttt aa 
members of a conspiracy formed to obtain 
money on false protencea. It is hard to 
believe that tiio Panama Canal company 
was a combination of this kind, liut when 
wo uonio to see how the iiioiicy raised was 
squandered and stolen — a voiy small part 
of it expended in bona fide work and 
tho bulk of it divided among a sot of 
unscrupulous knaves and schemers, wo are 
almost forced to the conclusion that tho pro- 
jectors never had any other intention than 
to enrich theinsclviia at the expense of the 
investors. Tho fraud was the moat gigantic 
ever attempted in any age, and we question 
very much if ever before so much money 
wua stolen by any single sot of conspirators. 
It ia said that while only ninety-four mil- 
lions of dollars was spent on tho 
canal, tho imiiienae aum of one 
hundred and cixty-six millions was 
stolen. Men whs intended to build tho 
canal would never have allowed the money 
raiacd for ita coiistructiun to he stolen in 
tliia wliolesalo ipanner. The misery and 
llie siill'oring tluit the hi.is of this immenao 
sum of money has caused i:i simply unimag- 
inable. Nol only was the money stolen 
irretrievably lost, but every dollar spent on 
the ditch has gone with it. Tho dishonesty 
of the projectors has caused the waste of 
not (uily wliat they stole but of the money 
which was apent legitimately. Il ia more 
than probable that if tho work had 
been honestly conducted suUicient money 
was raised to have completed the canal. It 
was said, when the work came to a stand- 
alill, a sum very much less than is now 
known to h.ive been stolen would have made 
tlie canal navigiblc fiom ocean to ocean. 

Those who are guilty of ihia atupi'iidoua 
fraud, this cnoriuous waste, deserve as 
severe punishment as can be inflicted upon 
them. In fact, no punishment that can be 
deviaeil can I'lu adMiuate to the crime they 
have ciiniiiiitte 1. Ii ia sinall satisfaction to 
tile people \\ iiom tlic srheiiicr.s liave robbed 
and to the world which they have cheated 
out of a great work which would have 
benefited it incalculably, that their names 
will bo covered with infamy. What they 
and their children and their ohildren'a 
ciiildrcu can sufl'cr will in no way com- 
pensate for the injury they have done tho 
nation to which they belong and the whole 
human race.

Kussiau Leuieiiey to tlio Murderess of 
a Hundi-ed Infants— JUftVitt's 
Election Trial. 



London, Deo. 15. — John Emila Le- 
naoinne, the well-known French journnlist, 
ie dead. Ho wa8 born in London, of 
French parents, October 17, 1815, began hia 
Btxidies in liugliind !ind finished them -in 
France. In 1840 the directors of the Jour- 
nal des Debats entrusted him with the 
supervision of the EngltBh correapondenco 
of thiit iournal. He contributed to the 
Kovuo dea Dciix Moiulea nuniuroua urtiulea, 
for the nio3t purt relating to i)olit.iciil his- 
tory, England and . biofjrupliy. fccvenil of 
these articles were publiahod in a acparnte 
form in ISO'l He was elected a nieinber of 
the French Ac;uloiiij-, in siiucossion to Jnk-a 
' Janin, Mny i;>, lsr5, and his reception was 
on March 1?, ISVli. Hia Iceou and often bos- 
tile criticism of ICogliah policy was alwaya 
read with intereat by the more acrioua por- 
tion of Frenuhiiu-n, and wis not diarc- 
gardi'd in iMi^himl.; anil it may lie aaid 
thiit it was cbitlly liy Id? excrlions as a 
journalist that he obtained adiuiaaion to the 
Frcncii Academy. Hut lie waa tlie author 
of IV number of able articles ia the Kevue 
des Deux Mondca, which have deaorvedly 
obtained a wide reputation. On February ti, 
1880, he was deiiaitely chosen by the Lift, 
Centre for a life senatorship, and in April 
of tiie same year bo was appointed French 
minister at> Bnissels, but he never tool: up 
the appoiottnen't. 

The petition against the election of 
Michael l}avitt as meihberof Parliament for 
Xorth Mcath, on tibe. ground of clerical in- 
timidation in his behalf, came up for hearing 
to-day. Counoel for Davitt intimated that 
in view of tlin recent, decision of the court 
in the Soutli Month election case, coudcmn- 
ini; the pastoral which liisbop Nnlty i.ssued 
agaiiiBl the I'arnellites, Davitt did not 
desire to contest the petition. The judges 
stated that tliuy could only act on liie 
evidence presented at tiio he.^rill^', and 
therefore proceeded. 

The bill providing for the repression of 
iiuinorality in liorlin, one of liie pet nieas- 
ures of the Kmpcror, h.is l)eon referred in 
the Hou-^e to a special coiiiniit tee. Aft;;r 
routine busineaa diu ReichstJi,' luljourned 
until .lanuary 1(1. 

The l'oi)o will sonn send to the Italian 
bisliopa it letter denuu in;iii^; Free Masonry 
aa purauiiii' a Sitiinic uini in replacing 
Christianity by naturalism. 

Dr. Charles Schenk has been elected 
president of the Swiss confederation, and 
A. Fry, vice-president. 

The midwife Hedwarska, of Lodz, in Ku«- 
sia, who was tried for having murdered more 
than 100 bal)ies, lias been sentenced to one 
year's imprisonment. C!reat iiulignation 
Una been cmiied in Lodz by the liKluuess of 
the sentence. Tlie woman wua shown to be 
guilty of suffocating all the children whose 
bodies were found buried in her cellar. As 
she had been at such work for nearly HO 
years, there is little doubt that her victims 
number in the hundreds. She was saved 
from the full penalty of her crime by the 
powerful influence of some of her former 
patrons. 

Rumors have again spread abroad about 
the Pope being ill. Dr. Ceccarelli, his phy- 
sician, states that Hia Holiness ia in good 
health and free from any chronic iudisposi 
tion; that he ought to live at least another 
ten year.'; that it there ia anytliinf; to be 
feared it ia the iirtct of tome auddcn and 
strong emotion, but even wiih thia against 
biin ihe I'ope a elastic temperanieuL ia a 
s.ifi't;uiird. 

Cjcil Klinib-S, premier of Capo Colony, 
baa (iigiuiized a company to bnilil a tel 
^'laph line troiii the Cupe of (iood Hope to 
Uganda, jus"; .south of the ijourcoa of the 
^^iie. He |iropobes ultimately lo e.\'teiul it 
to Mgypt, and aiya that it ia the preuuiaor 
of a railway. Being aakeil if he was ])r-3- 
pured to light the Mahdi, Mr. lUiodes 
answered that he waa not going to tight any 
body ; that he had never yet met any one 
-who would not lititcn to a reasonable propo- 
sition, and that lie and the Mahdi would get 
along well enough. Mr. Khodca has under- 
taken to develop Southern Africa, and 
studies out its needs and resources by going 
out into th.e wildest regions and personally 
exploring them. 

On the Uruguayan frontier the troops arc 
preserving a seinblanco of neutrality. At 
Cacinbinhas, four federal officers were 
burned to death during a fight in a house in 
which they were barricaded. The Chilian 
papers are attacking Uruguay for 
allowing -the Federals facilities, and the 
papers of Montevideo are on the warpath 
and declare that the insults to Uruguay by 
the Government of Kio Grande de .Sul, 
Brazil, ciin only be wiped out by war with 
>!razil. I'resiiltnt Jlirra baa prnjiuscd a 
loan for the pur|)o3(; of buying aioia and 
ainnumition. Seiior yuintana baa rL-aitjni-d 
from the Argentine cabinet, and .Scnor An- 
cliorcua assumes tlic jioaition. 

Another plot of the follower.a of the late 
I'rcsident lialmiiL-eda has hetii discovereil 
by the government at .SiUil i igo and frnstrat ■ 
ed. All attempt was mailc; to corrupt the 
."Seventh regiment. The fact ln-cainu known 
to the goveriimeiil shor 1 ly before the even- 
ing roll call Tuesday. 1'lie police closed in, 
barring the barri.el;a. The police arrested 
several of the eon.Hpi ratora. The plana of 
the plotters were to seize various poiiita in 
the ciiy, which waa to have been Siu.licd. 
Lists of prominent governini-nl olficiala who 
were to have been killed were found ; alao, 
a number of luaaks, daggers ami revulver.a. 
Forly-aix priaoncra are now in custody. 
They are all e.x-oflieiala. The Seventh regi- 
ment has been ordered south, and the execu- 
tive intends asking congress for extraordi- 
pary powers. Tublic opinion demands 
strong measures,

TO KILL HIPPOLYTE. 

How It was Attejuiiteil to Curry Out the I'lot 
—Denial sf Any t'oiispiriicy. 

Ni;w York, Dec. IG.— ^V. .\. Griffin and 
Clarence 15. Riker, of this city, were pas- 
sengers on the steamer Adirondacks, which 
arrived from Kingston, Jamaica, on Tues- 
day with the reports of the attempt to kill 
President Hippolyto, of Haiti. The story 
of the attempted assassination as they 
heard it ia as follows: " President Hip- 
polyte was in bed in his palace when one of 
the attendants saw a man slipping along 
tlie corridor toward the President's room. 
The attendant grappled with the man and 
was stabbed in the shoulder. Other at- 
tendants came and the man was overpow- 
ered and bound. Hu was aaked what his 
object was in visiting the palace, and he 
said 'To kill Hippolyte.' Ho was then 
taken out and ahot. An investigation was 
made, and it was found that the man got 
into the grounds by breaking through the 
fence. The next day six of the guards were 
ahot for allowing tlie mam to ' get in the 
house, and the lieutenant who commanded 
them was also sentenced to be shot. A son 
of Huipnlyte, however, Interceded for the 
lieutenant, and his life was spared, though 
he ia still in prison. It ia believed that the 
attempt at assassination is the result of & 
conspiracy in which some people in Hip- 
polyie's household are implicated. On the 
other hand, hi.s enemies >llaim that there 
has been no attempt at assassination, and 
that Hippolyte simply took occasion to get 
rid of followers whose fidelity he sus- 
pected."

Paris, Dec. 16.— M. Charles Ainie Marie 
dc LAsseps, Marius Etionne FonMtne and 
M. Sinleroy were arrested by the detec- 
tives of the Minister of Justice, M. Bour- 
geois, this morning, for their alleged con- 
nection with the I'linaiiia canal frauds. IL 
Henri Louis Feli.x Cotte, for whose arrest 
an order was also issued, has fled to Vienna. 
Sinleroy is charged with having accepted" a 
bribe aa a member of the (."haiiibtr of I>epu- 
ties. The charges iigainst the (.lii^ers of 
the company, on which tho suniinons wae 
previously served, and on which they have 
now been arrested, are that they have 
jointly made fraudulent and imaginary 
credits. The proceeds they have divided 
among t beinsel ves, besides the capital entrust- 
ed to them for specific purposes. They 
swindled others of practically all their 
means of living'. These ofiToiiCes come within 
reach of articles of the penal code. The 
penalties to which the heads of the Panama 
Canal Co., have made themselves liable, 
sluuihl tho theory of the prnsecutioii be 
e.-italilbshed, are thiH lai<l down ; " Whoso- 
ever by making use of a false iimiie and 
HUaUly, or by resorting to fraudulent de- 
vices to persuade another or others of the 
reality of imaginary enterprises, or of 
power or credit, or to give rise to th j hope 
of success of a chimerical event or under- 
taking, attempts lo obtain nioni y or any 
other property or receipt.-) or char^^es, is 
liable to one year's iinpri.soiiinent at, least 
and live years ut most and a line of T'J to 
Cl'J." Tho convict may also be lu privedof 
civil rights from the day on which iie leaves 
the prison for five years at least and ten 
years at most, and be moreover forbidden 
10 vote at any legislative, municipal or other 
election. 

It i-j nut tlKiu;;lil that th.; acinL-icii parties 
in tliis case are to lie tried for infraciiuus of 
the law relating to tinunciul anri industrial 
e jinpanies, but under the articles of the 
common law. The theory, therefore, of the 
pro-iecution is that the Panam anfTair was a 
swindle from the beginning. The original 
concesaions are sholteied by proscription. 

Sinleroy ia said to be badly implicated by 
documeuta and other evidence brought to 
light. Sinleroy was not on the Panama 
board, and suspicion has always attached to 
him on account of his sudden change of 
front in the lottery commission in the Cham- 
ber of Deputies when the lottery loan was 
being voted on ; at lir.st he <.ppo>ed ibc 
loan, but lie turneil thi^ i-x'-ile at the ranama 
investi;_'iiling cdiiuiiittet! a lew (biy i ago.

— About 3 o'clock 
this morning tho news was brought to the 
local paper by a gurney cab driver, that 
George Birnes had been murdered and 
robbed. The matter w,ih invest ignteil and 
ubout I o'clock 1.11 iieni \vii.s crovvdcil in, I 
little iiii'io tliau uu announcement of 
Ceoige lairnes bsing waylaid by highway- 
niei', shot and robbed. Later in tho morn- 
ing Mr. F. W. Hart said to your reporter, 
" I was awaked at 1:55 o'clock by three or 
four loud ringi at the door in rapid inic- 
ci'ssioii. I rail tluoiigli (be hnuse in my 
niglil clothes and o[n:ning tlie ili.or s iw 
• ieorge Ilarnes .'Staggering on the .sti pi. He 
said, ' Let me in I'laiik, J'\'(! luen shot.' I 
led him to a seat near the lire and examined 
a wound in the iijie-elea of the neck dinctly 
beiieulh llie cer.-belluiii, slightly to llie 
right. I Hai/i, ' there ia a hole there, but it 
doetu I look like a bullet hole." He replied, 
'Iheiiril t!ie 1 eport, I think it's a bullet 

hole .all right.' 

" 1 .-^eiit tor Dr. Wil.-on and a gurnej' and 
we took hiiji 1.) liici 1 ospilul, and for three 
hours Dr. H(d!-Irvi:ig and the two Doctors 
Wilson probed for the bullet without suc- 
cees, although tbey lire of the opinion the 
wound has been made by 11 snuill pistol of 
light calibre." 

Geo. Barnes, who w as for a time very 
low, is gaining strength, and every hope id 
entertained of his recovery. He refuses to 
tell auythiug that might lead to the discov- 
ery of the woold-be murderers until lie can 
make a deposition to the polico mogistrate.

Geo. Barnes is perhaps bettor known than 
any other man in Vanoouver. He was here 
before tho fire, and is personally acquainted 
with every businessman who has done busi- 
ness in Vancouver or vicinity during the 
last decade. When tho announcement was 
made that he had been shot and robbed the 
entire eonimunity was startled. The shot 
was fired from behind. Mr. Barnes did not 
ace his asaailuntB, nor ia it known that there 
was a single witness to the crime. 

Mr. li.arnes' own si cry h; all that is 
known ; the affair v. ill oc rtninly iiiyslily 
llie police. As yet tlierc is no clue what- 
ever.
